Boston, Mass., Sept. 16.— [Special.] — The

The only other con- 
tested place on the ticket was the Auditorship, 
and for that oftice there were half a dozen 
candidates.

issues between it and the Republican party 
just as sharply defined and on which it un- 
doubtedly occupies the strong and pop- 
ular position. If the tariff issue seems 
more prominent now than heretofore it is 
rather because of the passage of the McKin- 
ley bill, which represents the most extreme 
view of those who advocate the protection 
policy than because the Democrats have just 
awakened to the necessity of a tariff. The 
Democratic party has always looked with 
jonging to a return to something like the 
Walker tariff. It may be that Mr. Cleveland’s 
message had the effect of bringing into line a 
few Democrats who were disposed to hold the 
opposite theory, but with the great mass of 
the party there has always been but one 
opinion on this. subject. Mr. Morrison 
lacked but ten or twelve votes in the Forty- 
ninth Congress to enable him to take up and 
pass his tariff bill. Mr. Carlisle, Mr. ck, 
and other distinguished statesmen made their 
national reputation long ago in the advocacy 
of tariff reform. The Democratic party in 
the main believes that the experiment should 
be made as to the free coinage of silver. If it 
should operate badly, the good sense and con- 
servatism of the American people 
could be relied upon to suspend 
the coinage before any serious am- 
age could result, They believe, however, 
and I concur with them, that free coinage of 
silver would operate most beneficially.

A Committee of Seven Appointed to Wage 
War on the Subtreasury and Govern- 
ment Land Loan Follies—MacCune Is 
Censured—The St. Louis Convention De- 
clares That It Is Not Planning to Bolt 
the National Alliance, However. 
Sr. Louis, Mo., Sept. 16.— The resolutions 


, censuring MacCune were taken up and passed 


by the Farmers’ Alliance convention this 
morning. The Committee on Permanent Or- 
ganization then presented its report as fol- 


lows: 

We, alarge number of members of the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance Industrial Union, ae 
our constituencies in convention assembl 
being desirous of settling the differences ex- 
isting in our order, agree to the appointment 
of a committee of seven members, who are 
authorized to go before the Supreme Council of 
the Farmers’ Alliance and Industrial Union of 
America, which convenes at Indianapolis in No- 
vember, and submit to said council our objections 
to that part of the demands of the order (Sub- 
treasury and government land loan schemes) 
which wore adopted by the Supreme Council at 
its meeting in Ocala, Fla, Said committee is au- 
thorized and empowered to use its own discretion 
in the premises. 

Pending these negotiations for an amicable 
settlement of our differences the committee here- 
to provided for shall constitute a bureau of in- 
formation and shall use all legitimate means for 
informing the subordinate unions and the people 
in regard to the true views and principles 
now engaging the attention of the 
industrial classes and of America. Said commit- 
tee is authorized to secure 11 speakers 
and suitable literature and dev Ways and 
means for paying ali expenses of an educational 
campaign. aid committee is authorized to call 
a convention of all anti-Subtreasury brethren 
throughout the country to consider the — — of 
the committee as to the result of the conference 
with the Supreme Council, and may fix the time 
and place of meeting and make such arrange- 
ments as may be deemed — 4 

Wo further recommend that each State select a 
committee, such committee to constitute a State 
bureau of information, which shall be empowered 
to make all necessary arrangements to obtain 
speakers and. conduct a campaign of education 
against the subtreasury and land loan schemes in 
their respective States, and shall codperate with 
the national committee. 

No Political Bonds, 

This did not satisfy R. W. Nicolds of Mis- 
souri, and he offered the following amend- 
ment, which was unanimously adopted: 

That said committee be authorized to file the 
convention’s unalterable and unending objection 
to the passage of any resolution whatever binding 
the individual members of the Farmers’ Alliance 
to any political course of action whatever, and we 
hereby protest against the action of any previous 
meeting infringing upon the individual political 
rights of any member of the order. 

Another amendment, offered by J. L. 
Goodman of Texas, was also adopted, as fol- 
lows: 

We further recommend that each State com- 
mittee organize a bureau of information in each 
county in its respective State, which shall co- 
operate with the State and National commit- 
tees, 

The report as a whole was then adopted by 
a unanimous vote, The committee of seven 
is as follows: R. W. Nicolds of Missouri, J. 
M. Crews of Tennessee, T. J. Patillo of 
Texas, B. F. Passmore of Mississippi; at 
large, U. 8. Hall, W. S. McAlister, and W. 
Pope Neamans. i 

Then came one of the most important dec- 
larations of the convention. It has been 
maintained rigbt along by many of the dele- 
gates, and some even went so far last night as 
to give out to the press, that a new State or- 
ganization in Missouri had been effected and 
that this convention was for the express pur- 
pose of seceding from the National Farmers’ 
Alliance and Industrial Union and forming a 
new body in opposition to the present organ- 
ization, 


Are Not Seceders, 

A. S. Smith of Missouri wanted to protest 
against the erroneous articles which appeared 
in print and offered the following, which was 
adopted unanimously: 

Waerras, The impression has gained some 
credence that either the primary or ultimate ob- 
ject of this meeting is forthe purpose of effecting 
a separation or division of the order and the 
formation of a distinct organization ; therefore 

Resolved, That such purpose is not and has not 
at any time been the intention of this meeting. 
but that ite obigct is purely one of expressing its 
opposition to the proposed Subtreasury and land 
loan en°ctments, and to institute an educational 
movement in that direction, thereby bringing the 
organization back to those principles of wisdom, 
— and fraternity on which it was originally 

ase 

The Committee on Permanent Organization 
then asked for a further hearing and the fol- 
lowing was presented: 

Believing that the future policies and prosperity 
of the government and of the Farmers’ Alliance and 
Industrial union depend in a large measure upon 
the action of this body in setting forth plans for 
work in the future; and fully realizing the fact 
that we need the hearty codperation of 
all people, and especially of the members 
of our order; and in order to secure the 
same we recommend that the members in 
each State who oppose the Subtreasury and land 
loan schemes and government ownership of rail- 
roads, and who are not represented in this meet- 
ing, be respectfully invited to codperate with us, 
and they are further requested to proceed to or- 
ganize and to elect one member from each State 
who shall become a member of the National Cen- 
tral committee, provided for in the report of the 
committee on permanent organization. 

This report was adopted without debate. 

Hall Tells Tales Out of School. 

U. S. Hall of Missouri, who is conceded by 
delegates to the anti-Subtreasury convention 
to be the most prominent figure in the move- 
ment, said tonight that the tendency and dis- 
position of the national officers of the National 
Alliance is to lead that organization into par- 
tisan politics. Mr. Hall says the national 
President applies a partisan political test to 
membership in the order. Contin- 
uing he said: “I have in my  posses- 
sion information that is to me con- 
elusive on that question, and I do not see any 
iinpropriety in my giving to the brotherhood 
in the United States the official communica- 
tions that have passed between President 
Polk and myself relative tothis matter and 
letting the order judge whether the tendency 
of the organization is not directly and imme- 
diately to partisan politics. Mr. Hall then 
gave out the gist of the communications re- 
ferred to. 

President Polk opened the correspondence 
with a letter dated Washington, June 21, last, 
the kernel of which is contained in a state- 
ment that one of the important statutory laws 
of the National Alliance provides that all 
measures presented to the National Legisla- 
tive council or committee for consideration 
may be fully and most thoroughly discussed, 
but when the action of a majority has been 
had. all who participated in the meeting 
are pledged to support such action and that it 
is the duty of the members to stand as a unit 
before the world. Mr. Polk then says the 
Subtreasury bill was adopted by the conven- 
tion held in St. Louis in December, 1889, and 
indorsed by the Ocala convention a year 
later. It had therefore become an Alliance 
measure and one of the acts of the Supreme 
Council; further, that the National Legisia- 
tive committee had been constituted to look 
after the legislative demands of the Alliance, 
one of which was the passage of the Subtreas- 
ury bill which was before the United States 
Senate Committee on Agriculture.

THE ALLIANCE IN CONGRESS, 


Bills That Are to Be Introduced Under Its 
Auspices, 

Wasurnetow, D. C., Sept. 16.—[Special.]—A 
visit to the Farmers’ Alliance headquarters in 
this city today elicited some interesting in- 
formation in regard to the program of that 
body during the next session of Congress. In 
addition to headauarters being located here 


‘and the principal officers of the Alliance being 


on hand most of the time there will be a com- 
mittee especially charged with looking out for 
the interests of the Alliance. The Alliance 
claims to have fifty-five men in the next 
House who will vote with it upon all the 
measures which it may see fit to 
bring forward. It also claims four 
Senators—Peffer, Kansas; Kyle, South Da- 
kota; Irby, South Carolina; and Vance, 
North Carolina, At the next session the Sub- 
treasury bill as it was introduced in the last 
Congress will not make its appearance, A 
bill constructed, however, upon lines similar 
to it and embody the same principle will 
be introduced in both Houses. Stan- 
tord land loan bill will not be tuuched by the 
Alliance, and leaders of the latter are very 
much put out that people should think that 
the Stanford bill finds favor with them. A 
bill bearing upon the same subject will be in- 
troduced under Alliance auspices, I¢ will pro- 
vide for the relief of the agricultural popula- 
tion of the United States and for the promotion 
and encouragement of agriculture. Its main 
feature will provide that any citizen who 
owns and lives upon any tract of land 
containing not less than ten nor more than 
320 acres, and who has at least one-half of that 
tract in actual cultivation, shall be entitled to 
apply for and receive from the Treasury of 
the United States a loan in amount not to ex- 
ceed one-half the assessed value of the land 
and the improvements upon it. The loans are 
to be for not less than five nor more than ten 
years, and the borrower is to pay interest at 
the rate of 24¢ per cent per annum. Another 
measure whieh the Alliance will demand is a 
free coinage bill, and these three measures are 
the ones in which it will take the most inter- 
est. It will have introduced a bill providing 
for government control of railroads and tele- 
graph systems, :

Meager Attendance at the State Conven- 
tion at Greensburg. 

Greznssure, Pa., Sept. 16.—The attend

THEY SAY MR. OTTO IS ALL RIGHT, 


A German Paper's Charges Against a Chi- 
cagoan Emphatically Denied. 

The Cologne Gazette of Sept. 4 publishes an 
article credited to the Export, a German trade 
publication, making serious charges reflecting 
on the business integrity of Albert T. Otto of 
Chicago, the promoter of the Chicago Heights 
Land Association. 

The articlo reflected severely on the past 
business career of Otto in Stuttgart, Germany. 
Inquiry among the German capitalists of Chi- 
cago who are interested in the factory town to 
be built on the Chicago Heights land in the 
Town of Bloom disclose the fact that they had 
nothing to say against Otto. His business as- 
sociates who are with him in the office of the 
Chicago Heights Land Association in the 
Chamber of Commerce Building said: 

Mr. Otto came here last October. He was a 
member of the banking firm of Robert Otto 
& Co. of Stuttgart, Germany, which has 
branches in several other German cities. 
Robert Otto, senior meinber of the firm, is his 
father. This publication is malicious. It 
comes from an anonymous correspondent of 
an obscure sheet, the Export. It is in the nat- 
ure of blackmail, for when Mr. Otto was in 
business in Stuttgart he refused some of its 
solicitors some patronage. As soon as Mr. 
Otto learned of the publication he voluntarily 
—and I may add temporarily—resigned from 
the directory of the land assoviation and left 
for Stuttgart to bring criminal action tor 
libel against the publisher of the Zaport.”’

BIG CONSIGNMENT OF TINPLATE, 


Armour & Co. Pay $6,000 in Duties “ With 
a Drawback.” 

An invoice of 2,723 boxes of tinplate was re- 
ceived at the Custom House yesterday for Ar- 
mour & Co. The tinplate weighed 300,000 
pounds, and it took a small freight-train to 
transport the tin from the seaboard. The 
McKinley tax on thetinplate made the total 
duties $6,000.

the tinplate into cans, fill them with meat and 
ship the meat to Europe and then receive back 
from the government all the duty paid on the 
tinplate with the exception of 1 per cent of 
the duty, or $60. All tinplate manufactured 
into cans for meat for sale in the United 
States will have to pay the regular duty. Ar- 
mour & Co.’s drawback will be ascertained by 
weighing the cans in the presence of a govern- 
ment customs officer.

THE NEW YORE aa aa NOMINA- 
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The nomination of Roswell P, Flower for 
Governor and of Speaker Sheehan for Lieuten- 
ant-Governor by the New York Democratic 
State convention apparently breaks the power 
of Senator-Governor David B. Hill as the 
Democratic leader of that State, His plans 
for managing the convention were balked, the 
men whom he opposed were triumphantly 
nominated, the platform which he had pre- 
pared was riddled by the bosses, Instead of 
holding all the winning cards he does not ap- 
pear to have held any, The machine which 
he constructed so elaborately turned upon its 
author and crushed him. Tammany carried 
out its entire program and enjoyed its re- 
vonges and for once Hill was not in it.“ 
This is one view of the case. If it be correct 
the question arises, Will Hill go to the Senate 
and end his career there, abandoning his 
Presidential aspirations, or will he, as his 
friends assert, smash things generally in No- 
vember? As to this point the New York Trib- 
une contributes some interesting and sug- 
gestive information. It says: " 

Hill's desire to get out of Flower's grip is in- 
tensified by the discovery that Fiower is commit- 
ted to the nomination of Grover Cleveland for 
President in 1892. It has been learned on what 
has been considered excellent authority that not 
only has Mr. Flower agreed to give Cleveland 
such personal aid as he may give conveniently, 
but he has promised for him the whole power and 
influence of the ‘Governor’s office, Nobody 
knows better than Hill what this means, 
This fact will explain many things which 
have taken place during the ante-conven- 
tion campaign. It will explain, perhaps, why 
not a single ayowed Cleveland man has raised 
his hand against Roswell P. Flower. It may ex- 
plain why the County Democracy of this city, who 
are the friends and supporters of Cleveland and 
the undisguised opponents of Hill, have gone to 
Saratoga shouting for Flower. It probably fur 
nishes the key tothe recent rupture which has 
taken place between Hill and Sheehan of Buffalo. 
Sheehan refused to give up his hopes of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governorship and make common cause 
with Hill in his effort to defeat Flower. 

Besides this, it is claimed that a reciprocity 
arrangement has been made between Flower 
and Cleveland by which in return for Flower’s 
assistance Cleveland’s power shall be used to 
make him his successor. This is one view of 
the situation. There is another which credits 
Hill with having made a bargain with Tam- 
many Hall to nominate Flower for Governor, 
he receiving in return the support of the Tam- 
many organization in the convention which 
will meet next winter to choose delegates to 
the Presidential convention, 

Whichever view may be correct, such is the 
situation. 

Flower will go into the canvass with di- 
vided and hostile ranks in his own forces. 
The Brooklyn Democrats have openly de- 
clared they would help to beat him if he were 
nominated, and the Hill-Cleveland feud shows 
no signs of healing. The Republicans are 
thoroughly united, and will force the fight 
under their popular young leader. Flower 
has nothing but his money to put forth in this 
fight, and his canvass will be complicated by 
the bitter jealousies and quarrels of Presi- 
dential aspirants, and the sullen brooding of 
the County Democracy over its bitter defeat. 
As against such a candidate under such cir- 
cumstances the Republicans have every reason 
to feel encouraged. It is brains, energy, 
pluck, and perfect organization against the 
barrel and party discipline.. The contest will 
be an animated one. 


THE STOCK GAMBLING EUROPEAN WAR 
SCARE. 


There is an old game called Village Gos- 
sip in which a simple statement is made by 
one person to another, who repeats it to a third 
person, and so on through a whole room full 
of people, the object being to compare the 
final statement with the first one. The dis- 
patches from various sources concerning the 
recent English landing upon the Turkish 
island of MityMne, adjacent to the entrance 
into the Dardanelles, remind one of this 
game. At first the island was occupied by a 
detachment of marines from a single iron- 
clad, Then came the news that a large body 
of troops had landed. This was followed by a 
startling dispatch to the effect that 13,000 
troops had been landed from a fleet of iron- 
clads. The next retailer of the gos- 
sip added several batteries of cannon and 
the information that England was throwing up 
strong fortifications. Lastly, the French and 
Russian Ambassadors at Constantinople were 
notified that the English had planted the 
waters around the island full of torpedoes, and 
that it had been formally annexed in the name 
of the Queen. Had not the Admiral in com- 
mand of the English vessel off the island 
checked the gossip at this point by the state- 
ment that some of his men had landed to have 
apienic it is probable by this time that all 
the powers of Europe might have been in a 
wrangle and the whole European sky would 
have been filled with war clouds, every one of 
them a storm center presaging wrath and 
ruin. 

As it was, the English picnic played hob for 
a time with politics and finances. Securities 
on the bourses went tumbling down. The 
newspapers discussed the situation from the 
war points of view. Diplomatic circles were 
alltorn up. The Premiers assembled at their 
posts. There were alarming reports that 
Turkey had pooled its issues with Russia and 
France, and that the Dreibund was making 
overtures to England. On the one hand, it 
was aflirmed that Lord Salisbury had been in 
secret communications with the recently re- 
moved Grand Vizier, and that Tutkey had 
given its consent to the occupation of the 
island, and, on the other hand, that Turkey 
had conceded to Russia the right to go through 
the Dardanelles and open up communications 
between the Black Sea and the Mediterranean 
because it wished to secure help in forcing 
England out of Egypt.

WHY WOULD A LOAN BE UNCONSTITU- 
TIONAL? 

The unintelligent factotum whom Mr. Dana 
has left in charge of his paper while he is 
abroad says that a flve-million-dollar loan by 
Congress to the National Fair is enormous, 
unconstitutional, and impossible.“ 

It is not enormous, when the revenues of 
the government are counted by hundreds of 
millions. It is not impossible, unless a ma- 
jority in House or Senate votes against it or 
the President disapproves it. Wby is it un- 
constitutional? 

It is not sufficient for the Sun to say so. It 
must explain why andwherein. It must point 
out the clause of the Constitution which for- 
bids it, the decisions of Supreme Court 
which say it is not permissible, or the line of 
precedents which may be quoted against it. 
There is no such clause in the Constitution. 
There are no such decisions. The precedents 
are the other way. 

Congress madealoan of a million anda 
half for Philadelphia’s local exposition and 
also made an appropriation for an exhibit of 
itsown. The constitutionality of that loan 
was questioned by some Congressmen, but 
the majority decided otherwise and the matter 
was not taken to the Supreme Court. Ata 
later day appropriations out of the Federal 
Treasury of largesums were made at three 
different times for the purely local Cotton Ex- 
position at New Orleans. That money never 
was repaid. No attempt was made to enjoin 
the loam and had one been made at any time 
it would have been unsuccessful. The court 
would have held that the matter was one 
within the discretion of Congress and that it 
had no right to interfere. And that would be 
more decidedly the case now, because the 
precedents have settled the dispute, just 
as they have regarding the constitutionality 
of appropriations for rivers and harbors or 
the imposition of protective duties. 

If it were unconstitutional for Congress to 
loan money in aid of a National Fair ordered, 
decreed, and managed by itself or its agents, 
it would be still more unconstitutional for it 
to spend money in aid of such a Fair by mak- 
ing an appropriation for an exhibit of its own. 

Any such appropriation would be an abso- 
lute expenditure of money, which a loan would 
not be. If it is unconstitutional for Congress 
to loan money for a Fair of its own creation 
it is still more improper for it to organize a 


‘National Commission to take charge of it, 


and make an appropriation to pay the salaries 
of those officers. Does the man in charge of 
the Sun think the creation of such offices ana 
the payment of salaries to those who hold 
them are unconstitutional? 

Last year when the Sun was working in the 
interests of Tammany to secure the Fair for 
New York it was less solicitous about preserv- 
ing the Constitution from violation. It did 
not then have any doubts as to Congress hav- 
ing the right to order the holding of a National 
Columbian Fair and to create the necessary 
machinery therefor, orto expend the money of 
the United States for an exhibit, or for the pay 
of officersto manageit. And if New York—that 
is, Tammany—had secured the Fair the Sun 
would have had no question as to the powers 
of Congress to make a loan, or rathera gift, 
of ten or twenty millions to help it along. 
Tammany might have raised ten millions by 
bonding the city. It had often raised loans 
that way. Then it would have expended every 
cent of that money for administration ex- 
penses—that is, would have looted part and 
divided the remainder among its pets. Then 
it would have gone to Congress for ten or fif- 
teen millions to put up the buildings, and the 
Sun would have enthusiastically supported its 
plea for the money in the na me of patriotism 
and our common country. And if the money 
had been obtained a good share even of it 
would have been put where it would do the 
most good for Tammany. 

Tammany having lest its expected plunder 
has all at once become excessively virtuous 
and as strict constructionist of the Constitu- 
tion as Calhoun, some of whose theories the 
factotum seems to have taken in. If Mr.

deposit varies with the locality. It is esti-

Tas Havana (Cuba) Weekly Report says 
“reciprocity is now a fact.” The American 
steamship Niagara entered that port on the 
Ist inst., the day on which the treaty of reci- 
procity took effect for the transitory schedule. 
This admits free of duty meats in brine, 
salted, smoked, or in cans, except jerked 
beef; lard, tallow, fish, oats, barley, rye, 
buckwheat, and flour made from those arti- 
cles, but not wheat, wheat flour, or oatmeal; 
starch, cotton-seed oil and cake, hay and 
bran, vegetables, garden products and fruits, 
including apples; wood and its manufacturcs 
for cooperage and housework, wagons, carts, 
sewing machines, coal, ice, and petro- 
leum not refined. The latter when re- 
fined, butter, cheese, and boots and 
shoes are admitted at a reduction 
of 25 per cent, and corn and cornmeal ata 
duty of 25 cents per 100 kilograms (220 
pounds). After the close of this year wheat 
will be admitted at 30 cents and flour at $1 
per 100 kilograms, the latter being equal to 
about 90 cents per barrel, instead of the nearly 
$5 in force at the time of making the treaty. 
This is a great reduction, and the concessions 
oniard and butter are equally important. 
Butter has paid an impost of 5 cents, lard 
nearly 4 cents, and meats 3 cents per pound, 
and fish 85 cent per 100 pounds. Flooring and 
staves have paid a duty of nearly $5 per 1,000 
feet; doors, frame, and wooden. shutters, 11 
cents per 100 pounds; farm tools and uten- 
sils for the mechanical trades, $1 per 100 
pounds. Furniture, glass, stoneware, fine 
earthenware, and manufactures of iron and 
steel will have a cut of 50 per cent in duties, 
and cotton manufactures a reduction of 26 per 
cent. 

The cargo of the Niagara chiefly consisted 
of articles mentioned above as being now ad- 
mitted free of duty, and they went in free. It 
is stated that the effect was to totally change 
the aspect of the market, lowering prices of 
all articles proportionally to the reduction 
made in the duties on several and the total 
suppression of the same on others, Of course 
the demand was more active, especially for 
those articles stocks of which had been al- 
lowed to run down to zero in anticipation of 
the ability to purchase them at much lower 
prices. It is but natural to conclude that the 
reduction in cost will stimulate to a large in- 
crease in consumption, and that the result 
will be a far better demand in the near future.

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W. v. Horton, Who Was 3 the 
Murder of His Wife and Daughter and 
Tried for His Life at St, Paul, Weds 
Miss Van Wie, Whose Name Was Asso- 
clated with His During His Trial—Ver- 
dict in the Juvenal Poisoning Case— 
Other Northwest News, 

Mauston, Wis., Sept. 16.—[Special.]—Wal- 
ter F. Horton of St. Paul and Miss Marie 
Vanwie of Trempealeau, Wis., were married 
here last night at the residence of Miss Van- 
wie’s brother. There is a romantic story in 
connection with this simple dunouncement. 
There are few people in the Northwest who 
are not familiar with the facts in connection 
with the trial of Walter F. Horton for the 
murder of his wife and little girl at St. Paul 
about a year ago, After a sensational hearing, 
in which the best legal talent to be procured 
was drawn upon either side, the accused was 
acquitted. Then came the wonder in the minds 
of many that the body of the little girl who 
was drowned with the wife was never recov- 
ered, and there were those who insisted that 
the little one was being kept secreted for 
reasons kaown only to the father. After a 
time, however, the body of a child was found 
and taken from the river which was identified 
as that of Mabel Horton, the missing child. 
This last discovery went far toward convinc- 
ing some who had remained skeptical that 
Horton was innocent of the crime charged. 

The most racy thing about the matter was 
the love affair between the accused and Miss 
Vanwie, then a school-teacher in St. Paul, 
Letters were introduced in evidence written 
by both parties, couched in such endearing 
terms as to appear damaging in the eyes of 
the prosecution, which held that Horton had 
put his wife out of the way for the purpose of 
leaving the way clear for wedding the school- 
teacher. The defense made light of them and 
insisted that there was nothing in them aside 
from the fact that Miss Vanwie was a much- 
abused woman, inasmuch as she did not 
know that Horton was married, and therefore 
there could have been no such planning. 


Investigating the Juvenal Mystery. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Sept. 16. ial. }— 
The Juvenal investigation at Ar e to- 
day was conducted secretly. There was noth- 
mg of the crowd to be seen at the inquest that 
had gathered at the preliminary examination 
of Miss Paffmann on Monday. Coroner Hill 
said: “No one will be admitted to the in- 
quest, and none of the testimony will be 
made public. We will not even give out the 
verdiet if the author of the crime is disecov- 
ered.” Attorney Morse admitted that the 
State would investigate all of the bearings of 
the case, so far as they relate to Juvenal per- 
sonally. He had heard of the statement made 
by certain parties who claim they will swear 
that Juvenal’s wife told them that Diek 
was notin the house when the dynamite ex- 
ploded, and that Diek had put the dyna- 
mite under the house to scare her. 

Tonight the jury found that Mrs, Juvenal 
had reached her death by poisoning by un- 
known hands, Juvenal’s mind is manifest- 
‘ly giving away under the strain incident to 
the fear of losing his own life.

To prove the presence of ammonia in a bak- 
ing. powder, a very simple, but quite satis- 
factory test may be made by anyone over his 
own cooking-stove, Take a tablespoonful of 
the powder to be tested and dissolve it in a 
tablespoon ful of water, place the solutibn over 
the fire and stir it while heating, then intro- 
duce your nose into the cup, The resemblance 
to a bottle of aqua ammonia will, in many in- 
stances, be very impressive. To detect the 
presence of alum would require a more crit- 
ical analysis. 

Probably the most nearly perfect baking 
powder would be that composed of pure 
cream of tartar, bicarbonate of soda, and 
starch. The starch is a food, the other two 
ingredients when united chemically in the 
dough, would liberate carbonic acid gas and 
leave no objectionable residue. 

We might appropriately introduce here 
some remarks on dyspepsia and outline what, 
in our Opinion, constitutes one of its promi- 
nent causes. 

The extensive hold which disorders of the 
stomach have secured upon the people of 
America has become proverbial; so much so, 
that dyspepsia hae been designated by some 
as the American Disease. It may be met 
with all over our great country, in almost 
every household, and is becoming more prev- 
alent day by day. It is a disease of civiliza- 
tion, — largely of modern civilization, The 
etiological factors which might enter into a 
treatise on the subject are numerous, but the 
actual effects of many often very indefinite. 
No one, in fact, has yet satistactorily ac- 
counted for the great prevalence of dyspepsia 
in America. 

But while numerically these causes may be 
great, itis at the same time true that those 
exerting any significant influence are com- 
paratively few. Without attempting to men- 
tion them all there is one particularly which 
has been slowly, insidiously, yet none the less 
dangerously, exerting its influence, and to 
which the attention of the medical profession 
has not yet been carefully drawn, We refer 
to the constant intreduction through the food, 
into the stomach, of ammonia. 

If any one will take the pains to study the 
modern history of dyspepsia he will soon dis- 
cover that its march of progress has been 
contemporaneous with the introduction and 
use Of haknig powders. The consumption of 
this article has become enormous. No pantry 
today is without it. Not every brand, how- 
ever, is impure. There are one or two ‘worthy 
exceptions; but many of them are contam- 
inated, and the most deleterious substance to 
be found in any is ammonia. 

This ammonia introduced into the dough is 
not all set free by heating. Accordimg to 
Prof. Hilgard, University of California, ** The 
ammonia may not assume the gaseous state 
further than does the water itself, of which it 
slightly lowers the boiling point 3 when pres- 
ent in large proportion the ammonia gas 
itself will aid in the inflation of thedough. A 
biscuit hastily bakea may have lost only from 
10 to 20 per cent of the total amount intro- 
duced into the baking powder. After cooling 
the carbonic gas contained in the bread ceils 
vase of 
course of time; while the ammonia remains 
in absorption or solution in the water of the 
bread, recombined into carbonate.” 

So much for the presence of ammonié in 
some of the popular brands of baking powders 
now on the market and for its retention in 
the bread. Now, what are some of its effects? 
Bartholow, classing it among the agents that 
merease waste, says: “The long-continutd 
use of ammonia impairs digestion by neutral- 
izing the ‘gastric juice. Increased. waste of 
tissue is also one result of its administration, 
manifested by pallor, emaciation, and feeble- 
ness. When introduced into the blood in 
sufficient va yee ba 1 damages the structure of 
the red blood globules, and in this way also it 
affects the nutrition E. the body, besides the

Side of Chicago; Alma and Stella Munn- 
heimer, $10,000; each and all other nephews 
and neices not named in will, $10,000 
each, and the residue of the 
estate to testator’s parents. Several codicils 
are added to the will, giving an extra $15,000 
to the Michael Reese Hospital, $10,000 to the 
Jewish Hospital of New York, $10,000 to the 
Jewish Orphan Asylum in New York City, 
$10,000 to the Jewish Orphan Asylum at 
Cieveland, Ohio, $20,000 to his sister, Mattie 
Rosenfeld, and $20,000 to his brother, Julius 
Rosenberg.

General Capital Gossip. 


Orders have been issued by the Secretary of of 
the Treasury directing the revenue cutters 
senden and Johnson from Milwaukee and Detroit 
to report at Chicago Oct, 6, to participate in the 
ceremonies attending the unveiling of the Grant 
monument. 

A certificate was issued today by the Con- 
troller of the Currency authorizing the Commer- 
cial National Bank of Sioux City, la.,to begin 
basiness.

Brown and the cashier Louis H. Brown. 


The Treasury Department today completed 
the purchase of silver for the current month and 
no further purchases will be made until Oct. 2 
next. The amount of silver offered today for 
sale was 800,000 ounces and the amount purchased 
400,000 ounces, ranging in price from 9.9/7 to 
9.9720. Purchases of silver bullion at local 
mints during the month aggregated 3l,: 
ounces, 

Secretary Foster issued a circular this aft- 
ernoon giving notice that no more bonds of the 
4% per cent loan will be received for continuance 
at 2 per cent after Sept. 30. Bonds not then con- 
tinued will be redeemed on presentation. The 
circular will also revoke the notice given Aug. 24 
to the effect that the Assistant Treasurer at New 
York will redeem 4% coupon bonds on presenta- 
tion at that place.

THE CONDITION OF ‘MRS. ELIZ ARETH 
M’MAHON PRONOUNCED CRITICAL

Her Physician Says That All Depends Upon 
Perfect Quiet and Rest—Her Reason Now 
Apparently Utterly Gone—Something 
About the Case That Resulted in Her 
Mental Breakdown—Mr. McHugh’s As- 
sertions and Judge Kohtsaat's Sentence. 


There was no marked change in Mrs. Eliza- 
beth McMahon’s condition yesterday. 

“She is being kept perfectly quiet,” said 
Dr. James G. Kiernan, “and in maintaining 
this condition lies the only chance of her 
ultimate recovery. There is no improve- 
ment in her mental condition, and her sleep 


. still much exhausted.” 

That is all the physician could say; it was 
all there was to be said. Mrs, McMahon’s 
reason is utterly gone. The delusion that her 
husband, bis attorney Judge Wing, and Judge 
Kohisaat are conspiring to kill her has full 
possession of her shattered mind. 

Dr. Kiernan gives us but little encourage- 
ment,“ said Mr. Qualey, one of the attorneys 
employed to defend Mr. McMahon. It 
would not surprise me. if the unfortunate 
little woman failed to survive.“ 

Prof. James Edwards of Notre Dame Col- 
lege, at South Bend, Ind., reached the city 
yesterday.
